Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner noted that the presence of Iron in the sand bed 
disclosed by Nikolaidis et al would inherently regenerate the media as recited in claim 1 . The examiner indicated that 
the concept of regenerating the media by agitating a mixture of metal granules and the filter media as recited in claim 2 
was not disclosed by Nikolaidis et al. Discussed the addition of new independent claims including the concept of 
regenerating a portion of the media while retaining a remaining portion of the media in a filtering state and the concept 
of regenerating the media by abrading the sand media to regenerate reactive surfaces thereof. Mr. Bucher noted and 
the examiner agreed that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) was improper since copending application 11/171,002 
was clearly a CIP of the instant application. The examiner indicated that the filing of a terminal disclaimer would 
overcome the provisional double patenting rejection in view of copending application 1 1/171,002.
